This beautiful, and hitherto undescribed serpent, 
is a native of Australasia, and is considered as a 
highly poisonous species. Its general length is about 
twelve or fifteen inches: its form remarkably thick 
in proportion. From the singularity of its colours 
and the regularity of its markings it is not easily 
confounded with any other species.
